To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Oswestry  Rural  District  Council, 

I4r.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the‘  health  of  the 
District  for  the  year  1967.  As  usual  the  Report  is  in  two  parts,  to  include 
the  Vital  Statistics  of  the  area  and  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector's 
contribution  relating  to  the  sanitary  c. ire urns tone es  of  the  District  and  the 
invaluable  work  carried  out  by  the  public  health  inspectors. 

Inevitably  a  report  of  this  nature  contains  a  great  deal  of  statistical 
information,  which  the  casual  reader  is  tempted  to  ignore.  It  was  a  former 
house  surgeon  at  Shrewsbury  Infirmary,  William  Farr,  who  as  Compiler  of 
Statistics  at  the  General  Register  Office  more  than  a  centuory  ago,  demon¬ 
strated  clearly  how  statistics  relating  to  the  health  of  communities  could 
be  used  to  deduce  the  causes  of  disease  and  indicate  the  means  of  prevention. 
However  great  our  aversion  to  figures  we  cannot  escape  the  conclusion  that, 
the  solution  of  most  of  our  health  problems  depend  on  them.  The  explanation 
of  the  cause  of  cancer  of  the  lung  is  the  most  obvious  example  of  the  importance 
of  the  collection  and  interpretation  of  statistical  information,  and  this  is 
perhaps  more  so  today,  when  the  major  causes  of  death  such  as  coronary  heart 
disease  and  cancer  are  so  resistant  to  explanation,  than  it  was  in  Farr's  day. 

There  were  4^0  births,  compared  with  46?  in  1966,  a  3*26  %  decrease, 
resulting  in  a  Live  Birth  Rate  of  16,35  per  thousand  population.  There  was 
a  2.5  %  increase  in  illegitimate  births  making  a  total  of  4l,  and  representing 
S.35  %  oY  births  in  the  District.  These  figures  are  consistent  with  the 
national  trends.  However,  whilst  it  is  possible  to  infer  reasons  for  these 
trends,  it  is  not  possible  to  draw  definite  conclusions.  Total  deaths 
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numbered  502  compared  with  515  in  the  previous  year,  resulting  in  a  decrease 
in  the  Death  Rate  to  10,90  per  thousand  population.  This  approximates  to  the 
rate  for  the  County  as  a  whole  and  for  England  and  Wales  (11,01  and  11,2 
respectively).  The  major  causes  of  death  are  cardio-vascular  diseases, 
including  coronary  heart  disease,  and  the  various  forms  of  cancer.  Coronary 
disease  was  the  biggest  single  cause. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  (deaths  under  one  year  per  1,000  live  births) 
increased  to  l8,53*  However,  the  rate  both  in  Oswestry  and  the  District  had 
been  particularly  low,  and  the  present  rate  corresponds  with  that  for  England 
and  V/ales  and  is  lower  than  the  rate  for  the  County  as  a  whole  (19*78), 
Furthermore,  most  of  the  deaths  occurred  within  4  weeks  of  birth  and  resulted 
from  the  problems  of  pregnancy  and  childbirth. 

However,  the  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  (stillbirths,  and  deaths  under 
one  v/eek  of  age  per  thousand  live  and  stillbirths)  was  31*87,  a-  rate 
appreciably  higher  than  for  the  County  as  a  whole  and  for  England  and  V/ales 
(26,8  and  25*3^  respectively).  For  the  two  years  prior  to  the  amalgamation 
of  the  two  authorities,  the  perinatal  mortality  rate  for  the  Rural  District 
was  appreciably  higher  than  expected  (32.25  in  I966) ,  but  the  rate  in  the 
Borough  was  low  (l4.6  in  I966),  This  would  have  resulted  in  a  combined  rate 
of  25,24  in  I986,  and  a  favourable  comparison  with  the  national  rate. 

The  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  is  an  indication  of  the  risks  to  the  baby 
associated  with  pregnancy  and  birth,  and  a  reflection  on  the  health  and 
welfare  of  the  mother  and  the  standard  of  medical  and  other  care  received. 
Hence,  many  individual  factors  may  affect  the  rate,  suoh  as  the  standard  of 
living  and  social  class  of  the  mother;  age,  nutritional  state  and  standard  of 
health  of  the  mother;  standard  of  ante-natal  care  and  midwifery,  etc.  Some 
factors  are,  in  the  present  state  of  knowledge,  inevitable,  and  in  this  group 
there  were  two  babies  with  severe  congenital  abnormalities.  However, 
prema-tpre  birth  of  the  baby  was  implicated  in  a  large  proportion  of  the  cases 
and  was  certified  as  the  cause  in  80  ^  of  deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life. 
The  standard  of  ante-na.tal  care  in  the  district  appears  to  be  very  good  but, 
obviously  with  a  high  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate,  it  is  important  that  those 
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involved  in  the  health  and  welfare  of  women  throughout  pregnancy,  exercise 
particular  care  to  ensure  that  avoidable  factors  are  reduced  to  a  minimum^ 

There  was  a  marked  decrease  in  the  notification  of  infectious  diseases, 
and  as  usual  the  change  was  accounted  for  by  measles.  Measles,  which  is 
endemic  in  thd.s  country,  tends  to  increase  in  an  epidemic  manner  in  alternate 
years  and  a  decline  in  morbduiity  v/as  expected  in  19^7 •  It  is  honed  that  in 
1968  this  decline  in  a  distressing  and  potentially  serious  disease  will  be 
maintained  or  even  improved  by  measles  vaccination.  There  were  two  cases  of 
meningococcal  meningitis  in  children  and  regretably  one  child  died.  There 
was  no  obvious  connection  between  these  cases  and  because  of  the  nature  of 
the  disease,  which  is  spread  by  cr»rriers,  it  was  not  praeticable  to  trace 
the  source  of  the  infection.  There  is  no  form  of  immunisation,  but 
fortunately  the  disease  is  imcoimTion.  However,  diptheria  another  disease 
transmitted  by  carriers  is  readily  prevented  by  immunisation,  and  this  death 
serves  to  remind  us  how  important  it  is  to  ensure  that  children  are 
effectively  immunised  against  those  serious  diseases  we  can  prevent. 

Six  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year,  but  there  was 
no  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  on  the  tuberculosis  register. 

Early  in  the  year,  the  County  Council  introduced  Veil  women'  clinics 
to  Oswestry  for  taking  cervicaJL  smears  from  women  aged  30  over.  Cancer 
of  the  cervix  causes  the  deaths  of  2,500  women  every  year  in  this  Country, 
and  the  introduction  of  this  service  was  a  valuable  step  in  the  prevention 
of  cancer „  It  is  hoped  that  an  increasing  number  of  women  will  take 
advantage  of  it. 

In  October,  Oswestry  had  the  privilege  of  being  selected  as  the  place  to 
hold  a  first  Multiple  Screening  Clinic,  at  which  a  series  of  tests  were 
offered  for  the  early  detection  and  prevention  of  disease.  An  appeal  through 
the  local  press  and  by  the  disj^lay  of  posters  for  the  public  to  support  this 
experiment,  resulted  in  an  excellent  response,  and  although  an  attendcince 
of  1,000  over  the  4  days  the  clinic  was  open  had  been  anticipated,  in  fact 
a  total  of  1,259  people  (393  males  and  866  females)  attended. 
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The  major  concern  of  the  health  department  of  a  county  district  is 
the  maintenance  of  an  environment  which  is  both  healthy  and  pleasant  for 
people  to  live  in*  The  pollution  of  our  environment  is  one  of  the  most 
serious  side-effects  of  human  habitation,  a  problem  which  does  not  occur 
natui'ally,  and  which  will  become  worse  in  the  future.  The  disposal  of  refuse 
and  sewage  are  obvious,  but  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  may  have  far 
reaching  and  unforseen  consequences.  Whilst  the  large  conurbations  have  the 
most  serious  problems  of  environmental  pollution,  no  authority  can  afford  to 
be  complacent,  and  every  effort  should  be  made  to  prevent  or  limit  it  and 
alleviate  that  which  already  exists. 

On  the  individual  level,  it  is  regretable  that,  in  an  age  of  reasonably 
high  standards  of  general!  education  and  facilitated  spread  of  information 
through  television  and  the  other  mass  media,  it  is  continually  necessary  to 
serve  notices  and  prosecute  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  It  is  evident  in 
other  respects  that  the  personal  hygiene  of  many  people  leaves  a  lot  to  be 
desired,  and  it  is  hoped  that  continuous  efforts  in  health  education  will 
eventually  have  the  desired  effect.  In  the  meantime,  we  must  depend  on  the 
vigilance  of  the  public  health  inspectors,  who  continue  to  work  so  hard  to 
safeguard  the  interests  of  the  health  of  the  public. 

This  is  the  first  Annual  Report  of  the  Oswestry  Rural  District  Council 
as  a  nev/ly  constituted  authority.  It  is  sad  that  this  year  should  be  marred 
by  the  disastrous  outbreak  of  foot  mouth  disease.  In  the  light  of  todays 
human  infectious  disease  statistics,  it  serves  as  a  reminder  of  the  history 
of  human  infections,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  means  will  be  found  to  make 
foot  and  mouth  disease  only  an  unpleasant  memory. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  V.  Meredith,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
for  his  contribution  to  this  Report,  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department, 
particularly  Miss  L,  Williams,  for  their  support  and  assistance  with  its 
compilation.

This  service  is  based  on  the  Royal  Salop  Infirmary  and  undertakes  the 
work  for  local  authorities  free  of  charge  in  so  far  as  it  is  relevant  to 
diagnosis*  It  is  invaluable  particularly  in  the  expeditious  dealing  with  the 
bacteriological  examination  of  food  samples* 
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BLOOD  TRANSFUSION  SERVICE 


For  very  many  people  during  the  course  of  serious  illness,  blood 
transfusion  •i.s  a  life  saving  treatment.  Anaemia,  loss  of  blood  in  accidents, 
chrlld  brr.th  or  operation  and  severe  burns  all  call  for  the  transfusion  of 
blood.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour.  The 
number  of  men  employed  is  23*  As  far  as  is  practicable  disposal  is  by 
controlled  tipping  but  during  the  year  the  county  tips  were  closed  because 
of  the  foot  and  mouth  disease  eijidemic  -  consequently  the  only  tip  in  use  - 
Maesbury  Road  -  already  exceeding  tipping  limits,  has  been  filled  more 
quickly  than  exjjected,  therefore  there  is  urgent  need  for  extending  the  site* 
special  collection  ha.s  teen  organised  for  bulky  items  from  domestic 
and  business  premises*  A  charge  is  made  for  collection  from  business 
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premises  or  alternatively  the  occupier  can  make  his  own  transport  arrange¬ 
ments  and  pay  a  small  charge  for  using  the  tip.  An  arrangement  exists  with 
a  scrap  merchant  in  the  town  for  the  disposal  of  abandoned  cars. 

SCAVENGING  GF  STREETS 


Three  men  are  employed  on  cleansing  the  streets  of  the  Rural  Borough. 
One  mechanical  sweeper  is  in  use  and  two  orderlies.  It  is  hoped  to  extend 
this  service  to  some  of  the  main  villages  in  the  near  future.  Additional 
labour  and  mechanical  sweeper  will  be  required. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


Two  exist  in  the  country,  one  at  Llanymynech  and  one  on  the  Racecourse, 
both  looked  after  by  part-time  attendants. 

Three  blocks  exist  in  the  town  for  ladies  and  gents  and  one  for  gents 
only.  The  block  in  Beatrice  Street  is  structiurally  very  poor  and  should  be 
replaced  by  a  modern  building.  The  conveniences  in  the  town  are  maintained 
by  two  persons. 


MOVABLE  DWELLINGS 


There  are  thirteen  licensed  sites  in  the  area  accommodating  fiftysix 
vans.  One  site  which  is  partly  in  Llanfyllin  R.D.C.  and  Oswestry  R.D.C, 
is  only  used  from  April  to  October,  this  is  a  planning  condition  with  which 
the  site  owner  complies. 

PREVENTION  OF  DiiMAGE  BY  PESTS 

One  man  is  permanently  employed  on  treatment  and  inspection  of  premises. 
Being  adjacent  to  a  Warfarin  Resistant  area,  close  co-operation  exists  between 
the  department  and  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  The 
The  scheme  is  working  quite  satisfactorily,  but  again  was  disrupted  during 
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the  Foot  and  Mouth  epidemic.  At  this  time  the  Ministry  brought  in  extra 
operatives  to  deal  with  agricultural  premises. 


PUBLIC  BATHS 


This  is  a  very  old  building,  but  gives  an  excellent  service  during  the 
whole  of  the  year,  swimming  during  the  summer  season  and  indoor  sports  in  the 
winter  months  when  the  bath  is  floored  over. 

Facilities  are  poor,  but  as  a  new  bath  is  envisaged  by  the  Council 
expenditure  is  kept  to  a  minimum,  but  at  the  same  time  safety  measures  and 
the  quality  of  the  bath  water  are  maintained.  A  Baths  Manager,  male  attendant 
and  part-time  female  attendant  are  employed  reg-ularly.  During  the  swimming 
season  an  additional  man  is  employed  so  that  the  baths  and  office  are  never 
left  unattended. 


PLACES  OF  EI'JTERTAINMENT 


The  two  Cinemas  in  the  town  had  their  annual  inspection  and  a  Certificate 
was  issued  regarding  their  cleanliness,  ventilation  and  adequacy  of  facilities, 
a  copy  of  which  was  submitted  to  the  Magistrates.
